In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that Ussery does not teach "conducting a data upload directly between the first computer 
and the second server to store the user specific data at the second server" 

In response to Applicant's arguments, the first computer are the client terminals (Ussery, Fig 2, items 204, 206, and 208), the second 
server is Database Server 100. The request originates from client terminals and is redirected by the Intranet Server towards Database 
Server (Ussery, [0053]), after authentication, data maybe entered, modified or deleted in the database server (Ussery, [0056]). The 
authentication to establish a session is realized prior to actual sending/modifiying of the data on the database. Furthermore, as stated in 
the Final Office Action and the telephone interview, the "direct" connection is a protocol layer 7 API call towards the remote network 
device, there are routers, switches, servers in between the starting and the ending nodes. Ussery support this aspect of the claim as well 
in Fig 2, where there is at least a Intranet Server between the dient termianis and the Database Server 100. Thus, Ussery teaches the the 
direct upload portion of the claims.
